Washington and Lincoln. 
They were (

the great qualities which rendered each 
able to render service to his nation ; 
and to all mankind such ¡is no other 
man of his generation could or did 
render. 
There have been other men as 
great and other men as good, but In 
all the history of mankind there are 
no other two great men as good as 
these, no oilier two good men as great.
